H arry Grenoble, a stepson of Mrs. 
I. J. Grenoble, Chambersburg street, 
and a brother of Mrs. William D. 
Armor, of E ast Middle street, was 
instantly killed at an early hour this 
morning in a fall from a troop train 
near Brunswick, Maryland, 


Mr. Grenoble was assistant superin­ 
tendent of the third division of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. It it not 
known whether he lost his footing and 
fell from the train or whether he was 
knocked off by some object. 
His skull was 
crushed 
and 
his 
death occurred instantaneously. 
It is 
believed that he was accompanying 
the train in order to insure its safe 
conduct to one of the western camps. 
A step-brother, Guy Grenoble, of 
M artinsburg, W est Virginia, was one 
of the first notified and he left at once 
for Brunswick. 
Harry Grenoble was a son of the 
late I. J. Grenoble, of Gettysburg. 
His step-mother, Mrs. I. J. Grenoble; 
his sister, Mrs. William D. Armor, 
and a step-sister, Miss Mabel Gren­ 
oble, are all residents of Gettysburg, 
and he visited here very frequently. 
He had many friends and acquain­ 
tances in the town. 
He also leaves 
two step-brothers, Guy Grenoble, of 
M artinsburg, and W. S. Grenoble, of 
Lebanon. 
H arry Grenoble was about 45 years 
of age.

Plan ta to Extend Organization to 
Every County in State. 


The Society of Farm Women is a 
new service branch of the Civilian 
Service and Labor Department of the 
Penns^vania Committee of 
Public 
Safety. 
The membership will now be 
extended to a1! counties of the state, 
with the social and helpful features 
continued but made useful 
to 
the 
work of winning the war. 
Membership in the society is open 
to any woman actively engaged in 
some departm ent of farm work. Chair­ 
men are being named for each county 
through the county 
m anagers 
for 
farm labor, and these chairmen will 
promote the organization of the so­ 
ciety in the various counties. 
The 
plan is to have the society split into 
branches or chapters, sim ilar to Red 
Cross or W elfare 
Work 
chapters. 
These branches meet once a month, 
the date of meeting being fixed at 
the convenience of the membership of 
each branch. 
The meeting place in 
each instance is the home of one of 
the members. 
Several members may 
combine to piny the part of hostesses 
at each meeting, 
thus 
relieving a 
single member of extra work and in­ 
convenience. 
Nominal dues are fixed. 
The meetings start at IO o’clock 
a. rn., and follow a set program, in­ 
cluding some form of recreation. The 
society conducts a campaign of help­ 
fulness, partly aimed to systematize 
housekeeping on the farm s 
and 
to 
eliminate drudgery. 


Rules for the enforcement of Pro­ 
vost Marshal General Crowder’s “ work 
or fight” regulations, announced to­ 
day, call on all citizens to report to 
all the nearest draft boards names 
of men within draft age who are ha­ 
bitually idle or who are employed non- 
prod actively. 
Each local board is created into 
what will be practically a court to 
sit probably weekly to decide such 
cases as may be brought before it. 
Upon a case being presented, 
the 
board will serve a notice on the re­ 
gistrant of not less than three 
days 
nor more than seven days, directing 
him to present such evidence as he 
may care to submit. 
In every case the board must send 
the complete record to the district 
board for approval, even if the de­ 
cision is in favor of a man. 
If the 
district board aporoves the finding 
adverse to a registrant, he will be 
given notice, and if any vacancies 
exist, will be sent 
immediately 
to 
camp or placed a t the top of the list 
of those next to go. 
An appeal to the 
President may 
be made only in the event of a dis­ 
senting vote in the district board 
and with recommendation of appeal 
agent or adjutant general. 
The local draft board has received 
notice of voluntary induction calls for 
about 1500 G ram m ar School gradu­ 
ates who have had some experience 
along mechanical lines and who are 
possessed of an aptitude for mechani­ 
cal work. 
The calls are open only to 
and including Friday of th is 'week and 
the only men to be accepted will be 
those qualified for general military 
service. 
Instruction will be given them in 
one or, more of the following lines of 
work: auto mechanics, sheet metal 
work, electrician, bench wood workers, 
chauffeurs, wireless operators, carpen­ 
ters, blacksmiths, 
locomotive engi­ 
neers, m achinists, telegraph errs, In­ 
strum ent repairmen, 'welders, pattern 
and propeller makers. 
Those applicants who are selected 
will be sent to one of the following 
schools for instruction, University of 
Pittsburgh, Erie High School, L a­ 
fayette College, Carnegie Institute, 
and Pennsylvania State College. 
The men selected for this service 
will receive a course of training at 
government expense fitting them to 
serve in army positions incident to 
many kinds of m ilitary service both 
at the front and behind the lines. The 
men taking these courses will receive 
thorough instruction which will be of 
g re at personal value in working their 
way ahead, both in the army and in 
civil life.

After all preparations were I 
made and the main advance work, j 
such aa setting up the bridge stays and I 
landing plat form*, were ready, the 
single pontoon wagon* drove up. They < 
were speedily but silently unloaded. 
We completed four imntoons, that I*. 
20 meters of bridge, without the enemy 
discovering anything. 
Then suddenly the searchlight of 
the enemy wa* set iii action and 
scanned the river. We dropped to the 
ground at once. The enemy must have 
seen us, for the searchlight* played 
here and there and kept our bridge 
position under continuous glare.

The French artillery and Infantry 
now opened a terrible fire on the pon­ 
toons. Our units, which had defended 
the pontoons, were relieved and re­ 
placed hy infantry. 
I was made a 
leader In the pontoon and with four 
men at the paddle and 18 in fn wry mea 
as a crew, we started our iirst cross­ 
ing In a veritable hail of shell, but 
with only One minor casualty, we 
reached the opposite bank. 
A com­ 
rade took my place at the steering 
gear. 
Od the return trip, our pon­ 
toon was struck by bullet* but fortu­ 
nately above the water line. All about 
us the pontoons crossed, several in 
a sinking condition. 
The men who 
manned them, all of whom could swim, 
tried to swim to the hank, but nuioy 
Infantry mea were drowned. 
We landed, and took a new pontoon, 
which, by k superhiHnan effort, we 
managed to get across the river a sec­ 
ond time. This time we arrived with 
two dead and one wounded Infantry­ 
man. 
Long before we reached the 
hank the Infantrymen Jumped Into the 
•hallow water and waded to land. 


A* tp honoring the dead, something 
which had been taught ira tty our moth­ 
ers from infancy or a fear which the 
average parson feels toward a body, 
there was no sign. My pen would balk 
lf I tried to recall the expressions, to 
describe the acts soldiers as well as of­ 
ficer* committed to determine the na­ 
tionality or sex of the dead. 
In the 
meantime, the battle between our 
troops abd the French had reached a 
cl 11 up x. Our troops had suffered great 
losses but now our turn came. 
The German artillery shelled as we 
crossed 
the enemy's position with 
great fury. Our artillery succeeded in 
si lunet hr, tile enemy’s batterie* and we 
tried to .ake his high positions by 
storm. 
When we were within 200 meters of 
the enemy’* defenses, the French ma­ 
chine guns were turned upon us and 
we were driven back with enormous 
losses. 
Ten minutes later, we stormed s 
second time sod bad to retire again 
with great losses. 
We again formed 
for attack within the shelter of our 
trenches, but the fighting spirit was 
gone. But we dared not lose courage, 
although the victims of our useless 
storming attacks covered the field and 
we were able to look ut our dead com­ 
rades all about us. 
The artillery started up again; re- 
enforcements arrived; after half an 
hour, we stormed a third time, over 
the bodies of our fallen comrades. As 
we halted about 20 meters from the 
enemy’s trench, he withdrew his en­ 
tire flr*t line. Soon after we sow the 
Germans advance along the whole line. 
The reuson for this unexpected retreat 
was explained later when we learned 
thut the muin part of the French army 
had retired some time before. 
The 
heavy toil of life among our comrade* 
was taken in a mere rear guard action. 
During the next hour the enemy 
abandoned all 
the heights 
of the 
Meuse. 
As we reached the crest of 
these heights, we could easily over 
look the roads oyer which the French 
had retreated. They were departing in 
close formation, In long columns. Our

burning midday sun. owing to the fact 
that the dead and wounded had first to 
be disposed of. 
The dead bodies were seized by two 
men. one at the head and the other at 
the feet, and thrown Into the ditch 
Corpses were handled exactly a* wa* 
a bourd to be used In building a bridge. 
Legs and arras were tossed liken l*e 
Into the ditch. Dead horse* and dam­ 
aged batteries had to be removed. We 
were not strong enough to remove dead 
horse*.

One of Pershing’s Veterans Re- 
! 
lates His Experiences. 


IU. EACH! FOR THE FIGHT

Sergeant, Wounded In Franca and In- 
valided Home, Qivea an Account of 
the Trip of Flret American Contin- 
j Bent to Franco and of Their Entry 
Into the Trenches— Describee Artil­ 
lery Fire and Oat Attacks. 


» Sorgt. Floyd M. Clark, wounded lo 
France arui Invalided home to Fort 
MeJlonry hospital, told the story of the 
men General Pershing led to France a* 
the vanguard of the American expedi­ 
tionary force. 
“I enlisted at Fort Slocum, New 
York. and In June, 1914, I went down 
to Galveston and was signed In with 
the Twenty-second Infantry. 
It was 
on the way down that I got acquaint­ 
ed with ‘D ark’ Smith. 
He’* on the 
books now as Sergt. Merle C. Smith, 
from Dubois, Pa., which Is out near 
Pittsburgh. 
Bot b es got sueh short 
legs that we Just natchcrally called 
him ‘duck.* 
lie ’s the hest pel a man 
ever had. 
He’s got a heart of gold 
and from the very first off we've shared 
and shared alike. And he is sure some 
talented. He’s a natcheral bom musi­ 
cian. 
Poy, you should hear ‘Duck’ 
blow a bloody cornet. 
He eun play 
any Instrument he con pick up. It don’t 
make any difference whut the Instru­ 
ment is, give him five minutes and he 
begins to get real music out of it. 
“He’s alway* got a guitar with him 
sod he knows all the music there is, 
all them deep Spanish songs you hear 
down on the border and a whole string 
of ‘Bluet.* By the time he gets through 
with the Frltrles he’ll know all the 
music in Europe, too. 
“Along In 1916 they organised the 
Thirty-fifth regiment and 20 of us were 
tak«*n from each company of the Twen­ 
ty-second, to help make it up. 
Then. 
In the spring of 1917, we were trans­ 
ferred to the Eighteenth regiment and 
I went in the headquarters company. 
I was made a sergeant Just before we 
ftnrted across. 
"In May the word went around that 
we were at war strength and from 
that time on we were getting the hot 
news every day that we were going 
across, or that we were going to be 
moved North, or were going to San 
Francisco or some other place. 
Goss “Over There." 
“But nothing happened un HI the 
first week in Jgng.,,when w§ goF the 
order to pock up. 
The dope was that 
we were going into camp at Gettys­ 
burg or at Syracuse. 
Nobody I knew 
had a hint that we were going across. 
Of course, everybody wauled to go 
across, but lf they had let out where 
we were going It would have got 
around in no time. 
“ We had a fine train with Pullman 
cars, they sure gave us a fine trip. 
In France you’re lucky to get a ride 
In a freight car. 
We went along easy
